-general appearance of the clinician 

-ability to emphasize with the patient's 
complaints

2) history of the present illness 

3) past medical history

5) review of systems 




CHIEF COMPLAINT 



Should be stated as briefly as possible in the 
patient 's own words 

The use of vague terminology (eg:tooth 
trouble) is discourage 



2) History of the present illness 

Represent all the circumstances surrounding 
the onset and progression of the symptoms 

patient should proceed with the story but 
frequent interruption should be avoided 



3)Past medical history 



It is obtained by both a written questionnaire and is 
divided into a history of past illness and a review of 
systems 

A)historv of past illness 

l)allergies :eg=from drugs,allergens should be 
identified along with the types of reactions 
encountered 

This should be placed in patient's records 



• 2)diseases 

• Take history of certain diseases such as rheumatic 
fever,diabetes 

• 3)medications 

• Establish the patients medications history,drugs 
may be responsible for oral lesions eg:dialantin or 
may reflect an underlying condition that could 
seriously alter a proposed treatment plan

^Hospitalization 

This should be recorded chronologically with 
the name of the hospitals,the dates ,the 
diagnosis and surgical procedures performed 




B) Review of systems 



• It is a report of specific symptoms related to 
individual organ systems 



4-familv history 



Disorders known to have a genetic or 
enviromental basis 

eg: cardiovascular disease , allergies .asthma, 
diabetes,bleeding disorders

Methods of examinations 



l)inspection 

* this include,color,symmetry,body development ,speech 
patterns 

9 2)palpation 

* it reveals the consistency,mobility, 

* character of structure eg:neck 
9 3)percussion 

9 it involves the differential transmission of sound 

9 4)auscultation 

9 the stethoscope is used to appreciate such sound 



EXTRA ORAL EXAMINATION 



• This include an over all assessment of the patient 
recording: 

• A))vital signs and complete head and neck 
examinaation 

• l)temperature . f f + jp 

• 2)blood pressure 

• 3)pulse and respiration 

• B)facial symmetry ,ears,nose,eyes and 
submental,submandibular,cervical area are palpated 



• Dtemperatue 

• -not necessary but when systemic illness is 
suspected(bacterimia) 

• -normal temperature37 

• 2)pulse rate 

• -normal 72/min 

• -if greater than 130even due to the stress of a 
dental office visit,is allowed to rest away from the 
operatory to allow the pulse to return normal 



• If after resting it still high,medical evaluation is 
needed 

• 3) respiratory rate 

• not necessary unless cardiopulmovary disease 
is suspected 

• -just observe whether the patient is 
breathing very rapidly,or is short of breath 



• 4)blood pressure determination 

• -important cause many dental procedures are 
stresfull causing elevation of blood pressure 

• -in hypertensive patients,preoperative sedative and 
short appointments are necessary 

• -eliminate epinepherine or reduce the amount 

• -normal level=120/80mmHG 



Figure 1-2. Placement of blood pressure cuff and steth 
scope. The cuff should be applied approximately 1 in. 
above the antecubital fossa, with the bell or diaphragm 
the stethoscope placed lightly over the brachial artery.

1 )Lio examination 

retract the upper and lower lips and inspect 
labial mucosa and frenal attachements 

observe skin,vermillion border, 
symmetry,color,texture,pigment change

2)Cheek mucosa 



• Retract right and left cheek and inspect cheek 
mucosa ,note the opening of parotid duct 
(stenson's duct)

3)Hard and soft palate 



• Tissue covering the hard palate are folded 
into ridges running from side to side,the 
rugae.behind the incisor teeth is a small 
bump,the incisive papillae 

• Ask the patient to say "AH", depress the 
tongue with a tongue blade,observe 
movements of the soft palate Jnspect the 
palatine tonsils ^posterior wall of the pharynx 
and retromolar area

4)Tonaue examination 



• Ask the patient to protrude the tongue and move it 
right and left sides ,note the movement and 
symmetry 

• Examine the tongue frenum the filiform ,the 
fungiform, and circumvellate papillae 

• Depress the tongue and look over it into the 
pharynx behind to see the uvula in the midline 
projecting from the posterior end of the soft palate

5)Floor of the mouth 



• Ask the patient to touch the palate with the 
tip of the tongue and inspect the inferior 
surface of the tongue and floor of the mouth 
,note the lingual frenum, lingual veins and 
opening of the submandibular gland 
duct(wharthon's duct) 

• Palpate the floor of the mouth(bimanual)

6)Ginaival examination 



• Examine the gingiva and chart the following: 

• color 

• texture 

• size,shape,recession, consistency 

• blleeding upon probing 



7)Tooth examination 



• Examine the teeth and chart the following : 

• missing teeth 

• impacted or unerrupted teeth
